Mr. Havemeyer is charged with a criminal

macious witness. The sole question now at

Yesterday afternoon he was 
called into conference with State’s Attorney 
Deneen, Assistant State’s Attorney Mc- 
Ewen, and the police. It is understood the 
results of his investigations were satis- 
factory as far as they had progressed; but 
he asked for more time, and this was 
granted. , 

Mr. Delafontaine already has reached cer- 
tain definite conclusions regarding the char- 
acter of the hair and bones submitted to 
him and the composition of the caustic soda 
solution. 

Bialk on the Stand. 

* Luetgert himself, flushed and pale with 
varying emotions, heard Frank Bialk, watch- 
man at the big sausage works, relate yester- 
day before Justice Kersten some of the 
queer things his employer did on the night 
of May 1, when Mrs. Luetgert disappeared. 
Charles Maeder, the engineer, and Frank 
Oderofsky, casing cleaner and sausage smok- 
er, added to the sensational testimony at the 
preliminary hearing, but Bialk was the star 
witness. 

The grayhaired watchman said Luetgert 
was in the basement of the works nearly all 
night, giving mysterious attention to the 
vatgn which the police believe Mrs. Lwuet- 
gert s body was dissolved. Bialk was fas- 
cinated by this mystery. He had helped put 
the erdding stuff into the place and had 
wondered why it was bought. He never saw 
anything like it there before. 

Then Bialk told how Luetgert twice had 
sent him to a drug store five blocks away 
to make apparently needless purchases. On 
his return he found the door out of which he 
left barricaded with boxes and barrels. 


Killed During His First Absence? 


The police think Mrs. Luetgert was killed 
during Bialk’s first absence, and that her 
body was dumped into the vat while he 
was away the second time. 

Bialk testified that Luetgert took an office 
chair to the vat and for a long time sat 
there facing the receptacle. Early in the 
marning he found him asleep in a chair in 
the office, his feet up on a table. 

Later Luetgert drew the fire in the fur- 
nace and emptied out the ashes. 

Bialk also told how he saw the police find 
the rings and bone fragments; and of an 
interview between himself and Luetgert at 
the former’s house, when the witness was 
closly questioned as to the work of the de- 
tectives and promised employment for him- 
self and his son.

pearances the team had a clear road ahead. 

“Hold on tight, boys,’’ shouted Vindell, 
as with the aid of McDermott he reined the 
horses to the left side of the road. Tht 
wagon rattled over the;cobblestone pave- 
ment and swerved from side to side as it 
veered into Indiana avenue. 

Then for the first time the sound of an elec- 
tric car was heard. The men in the patrol 
wagon realized a collision was unavoidalle. 
The car was moving south at a rapid rate, 
and wasin charge of Motorman Joseph Hunt 
and Conductor E. D. Gilman. No passengers 
were in the car at the time, but several per- 
sons were standing on the corner waiting 
for a car bound in the opposite direction. 


Crash at the Crossing. 

Motorman Hunt realized the danger and 
applied the brakes in aninstant. The speed 
of the car was somewhat checked, but not 
enough to avoid a collision. It struck the 
patrol wagon squarely in the middle. The 
pole of the wagon crashed through the iront 
end of the car. The horses were thrown 
from their feet and pinned to the ground. 

Motorman Hunt jumped just in time to 
avoid being struck by the wagon pole and 
Conductor Gilman also jumped from the rear 
platform and escaped injury. 

The collision was so sudden the men in‘the 
wagon had no time to leave the vehicle, and, 
with the wagon, they were thrown clear 
across the street... The wagon struck a tele- 
graph pole, turned bottom side up, and then 
rested against a fence. 

Driver Vindell and Policeman McDermott 
were thrown some distance and both landed 
on the stone pavement. Vindell's head and 
face were cut and bruised, and he was bleed- 
ing from Several wounds about the body. 
McDermott in falling struck the curbing and 
his back was severely injured. 

The men who had occupied seats in the 
wagon were caught in the wreck and pinned 
under the heavy box. 

Sergeant Mercer was lying at full length 
on the walk with both legs under the metal 
wagon rail. 

Larkin’s right leg was also caught by the 
wagon box and his knee was severely 
bruised. He also received internal injuries. 


Watson Fares the Worst. 


John Watson fared the worst, and it is 
feared his injuries may prove fatal. When 
the wagon struck and turned over Watson 
was directly under it, and he was terribly 
crushed under the heavy vehicle. When 
liberated from his position Watson was un- 
able to move, and he was suffering intense 
pain. Both hips were injured, and he re- 
ceived a number of severe scalp wounds 
and o.uer bruises about the body. 

Within a moment after the collision a 
score of willing hands overturned the wagon, 
and the injured were released from the.r po- 
sitions. 

A call was sent to the Hyde Park Station 
for the ambulance, and the policemen were 
all taken to the offices of Drs. Collins and 
Smith at Fifty-first and State streets, where 
their wounds were dressed. Then they were 
conveyed to their respective homes. The 
police at the Fiftieth Street Station were also 
notified, and several bluecoats in charge of 
Lieutenant Lavin hurried to the scene. 

The horses were extricated from under the 
front end of the car, and both were cut and 
bruised. They were able to walk back to the 
patrol barn, however, and no bones were

There had been a dispute whether prisoners of war have been shot 
in Cabanas and Matanzas since Mr. Calhoun’s arrival, but concerning something 
else there was no dispute. This was the marching through the streets of Havana of 
a squad of “ deportados ” to be embarked on a ship for. the peninsula, there to be 
transhipped to the penal settlement of Ceuta, of the north coast of Africa. It was 
a shock to realize that what would be called political offenders in the United States 
are punished by Spain with imprisonment among murderers, thieves and criminals 
of all degrees.

PEOPLE FORGET THE HORROR OF IT. 

The departure of the royal mailisanevyent in Havana which takes the people to 
their housetops. The Alfonso XIIL. is as fine as any transatlanticliner. Asit passed 
out beyond Morro Castle Thursday evening its guns were booming. The people om 
the housetops were cheering and waving flags. The decks of the vessel were crowded 
with passengers, who waved and shouted salutes in return. Many officers of the army 
and government officials were voyaging back to Madrid. And shut up in the hold below 
were the deportados, voyaging, most of them, to life imprisonment at Ceuta, for hav- | 
ing sought to make Cuba free from Spanish rule. 

Probably we are all too sensitive to new impressions. This has been going on for 
two years and in Havana no one thinks of it except as incidents of the struggle. Yet it 
is hard to forget: ‘“‘ Gonzalez or Guillermo Coll, crime rebellion, chains for life.” _ 

If we seem to hear the clanking of those chains we may know it is a disordered 
fancy. He is only one of hundreds who have gone before him to Ceuta or to Fernando 
Po. Others will follow him. $ 

MANY CONTRADICTORY REPORTS HEARD. 

As bearing on the question of actual war the reports of military operations in the 
field afford some light. The skirmishing is going on all around us, with apparently 
little advantage to either the troops or the soldiers, except that failure to kill or capture 
them is evidence that the insurgents are still able to keep up the fighting. Mr. Calhoun 
hears as many contradictory reports as can be heard in the States during a political 
campaign. LBoth sides know how to manufacture war news. 

Out of it may be sifted some idea of the real events. From the reports which the 
military censor permits to be published I have been at pains to gather a few particulars, 
Of course, any reverse suffered by the troops would be suppressed. 

An evidence of Spanish valor is given in the account of the affair at Madruga the 
other day, where the enemy “ took flight at the appearance of our illustrious and valor- 
ous troops, leaving fifty-three dead. Our loss, one dead.” ' 

Then there are reports of the Spanish columns marching for days and not finding a 
single insurgent. The conclusion is that such parts of the country must be pacified. 
Uniformly where an action is reported a point is made if the troops secure provisions, 
live stock, or urms; generally where captures are made the names prove to be those of 
women or children. But in it all there are few open fights., Information as to the nature 
of the campaign which the troops wage is found in the frequent reports of the destruc- 
tion of “ bahias.” as, 

WOMEN AND CHILDREN ARE KILLED. 

A bahia is a palm tree hut. Its destruction usually means the murder of the 
occupants, harmless pacificos or country people. I have before me the account of an 
encounter between the troops and the insurgents in the “ pacified ” district of Pinar 
del Rio. It says that 120 Spanish soldiers dislodged ninety insurgents. The pre 
fectura, composed of eight bahias, was destroyed by the troops and two “ curretas,” 
filled with families, were captured. The ngmes of the families are given, but later on 
only two prisoners are named. This means that the others, women and children 
among them, were killed. : = ;

told me the other day that in the local: 


physician’s report he had noticed three 
deaths set down as due to “lack of ali- 
ment.” These:are merely individual cases 
which one is apt to remember when Minis- 
. ter de Lome complains that the starvation 
and suffering among the non-combataiits in 
Cuba are grossly exaggerated or that the 
stories of atrocities aré unfounded. 

It is not unecessary to go far away from 
Tilavana to see the effects of the concentra- 
tion order.. An iden of it can be had at 
Guanabacoa, which is only five miles away. 
The first day that the commission went 
there to begin the Ruiz inquiry I spent a 
few hours ia the narrow, hilly streets, 
where the pacificos, or reconcentrados, have 
been huddled. Mr. Calhoun and his com- 

anions were told that they had arrived too 
late to witness the distribution of food 
which is made in the early morning from 
the church. One colored woman, who had 
been too late, was waiting patiently for 
food that had been promised, On her arm 
Was an infant a year «aid. Its face was 
pinched and the skin was drawn tightly 
over the bones. 

HAVOC OF THE SMALLPOX. 

Smallpox is working greater havoc now 
among the reconcentrados at Guanabacoa 
than hunger. Having immunity from the 
contagion, I was able to visit the infected 
quarters, where dirty, yellow rags hung out 
from the squalid huts gave notice of its 
presence.. Little food was to be found in 
the huts and, this part of the town, yet the 
occupants were uncqnplaining. ‘They made 
no show of their misery, but the evidence of 
their suffering could not be concealed. Mat- 
ters were a liitle better now, I wastold, It 
was. possible to get some food by going to 
the church in the morning and waiting one’s 

\.turn, This was not always enough, but it 

was better than nothing and they were 
grateful. Some of those who had partly 
recovered from the smalipox were in the 
streets, though it ought not to have been so. 
One girl of 14, clad in rags, was begging. 
Another older woman drew a_ tattered 
shawl over her head and face to hide what 
she had been through. 
’ In several of the houses it was possible to 
look in the doors and windows and see the 
sick ones who were getting better. At one 
place was a woman stretched on a cot who 
was not suffering from the contagion. In 
another hut was a child. Both were sick 
with fevyer—the fever that comes from in- 
sufficient nourishment. : 

Though good medical attendance has 
heen provided at Guanabacoa the disease 
is not yet under control. It will run its 
course and when there are no more victims 
left for it to feed on wil! die out, as it has 
done in other places where General Wey- 
ler’s order has brought together country 
people, insufficiently fed and..ighorant of 
the laws of sanitation and hygiene. 

END 1S STILL FAR OFF. 

I have digressed a little from the war and 
its prospects. Starvation and disease are 
incidents of warfare which have their bear- 

‘ing as well as military operations, and they 

cannot be overlooked. But as a question 
of military conditions those who are seck- 
‘ing information may be ifiterested in know- 
ing that most of the cofsular representa- 
tives in Havana are making reports to their 
governments which hold out no hope of an 
early end to the insurrection. 

One of these consular representatives, 
whose country is @ rival to the United 
States in trade, said to me today: “ I have 

been here sihce the begitining and I can see 
no end.” The insurgents are probably 
stronger than before, espécially if they are 
getting arms, as they seem to be, But they 
are not strong enough to win. As for 
Spain, Weyler’s pacification is a farce. 
This guerrilla fighting is going to keep up. 
I see nothing ahead for the island but an- 
archy.”

Corps Tells of Shocking Atro- 
cities He Encounters,

In the Field, near Havana, May 20, via 
Jacksonville, Fla., May 25.-—[Copyright, 
1897.]—The sick and wounded of the Cuban 
forces operating in this vicinity are hidden 
away wherever we can place them. Wey- 
ler’'s Spanish legion murder every helpless 
Cuban they find, and it is not unusual for 
my assistants or myself to find a patient cut 
to pieces when we come to attend him. 

I have been compelled to transfer the 
majority of our wounded and sick to differ- 
ent mountain: caves for fear of an’attack on 
our hospital, Those who could(not be car- 
ried to the mountains are hidden nm the foot- 
hill thickets, 

With a small escort, preceded by a few 
trusted scouts, I ride from place to place to 
atiend our men as required. 

Yesterday one of the poor fellows was 
found out by the Spanish column of Pizarro 
and when | came to dresss his wounds I! 
feund him literally hacked to pieces. His 
body was dismembered with machete 
strokes. I ordered the body buried and, 
while selecting a spot to inter him, my men 
found, not fifty yards away, the shockingly 
disfigured bodies of two pacificos. They 
were lying at the edge of their potato patch 
and had been murdered by the same Spanish 
column. These we also buried. 

While the graves were being duy a little 
Cuban boy crept out of the thicket and told 
us the story of the massacre. He had hid- 
den in the brush when he saw the Spanish 
column, and had watched the wiping out of 
all the countrymen belonging in the cluster 
ofhuts. There were twelve men killed there, 
not counting the woundéi soidiers, not one 
of whom was armed. The iad guided us to 
where ten more dead men lay. 
all of them. . 

This was within a league of the Town of 
Quivicar, on the line of the Havana and 
Batabano raijroad, not much farther from 
the Spanish Capital than Coney Island is 
from New York. 

General Castillo has ordered me farther 
East to assume charge of a new general hos- 
pital being located in the mountain fast- 
nesses near the headquarters of General 
Alexander Rodriguez, who had chief com- 
mand of operations in Havana Province. 
I start tonight. This morning I ran intoa 
Spanish ambush and in the machete charge 
made by my escort i had a horse killed under 
me. My assistants also fell, but we man- 
aged to cut our way out after killing eight 
of those who laid the trap for us. 

In a skirmish about midway we lost two 


men and captured eight horses and a mili- |

MCOOK SEES M'KINLEY ABOUT CUBA. 


Unfolds a Pian to Secure Independence 
Through the Influence of Com- 
merce and Finance. 


Washington, D. C., May 25.—[Special.]— 
Powerful New York financial interests are 
at last interested in the Cuban question in 
a way which is likely to result in inde- 
pendence within a short time by the influ- 
ence of natural commercial laws. Mr. R. 
A. C, Smith, the New York millionaire, who 
is interested in the Ward line of Steamers, 
plying to West India ports, and who also 
is one of the chief owners of the Havana 
Gaslight company, wasa callerat the White 
House today. He was accompanied by Géen- 
etal John A. McCook, who so nearly became 
a member of the Cabinet, and in whom the 
President has great confidence. 

The purpose of the call was to elaborate to 
the President a plan which has only been 
outlined hitherto... Mr. Smith and General 
McCook propose that the United States 
should be prepared to establish a sort of 
financial protectorate over Cuba, and thus 
insure independence through the withdraw- 
al of Spain's support in the Island. 

They said that the Spanish planters and 
capitalists in Cuba were ready to accept 
the republic if they could be assured that 
the financial admjnistration of the new gov- 
ernment would be honest and efficient. New 
York and Beston capitalists are willing to 
float a Cuban loan if they can be assured 


that the customs dues pledged for its pay- 


ment are honestly collected and distributed 

The President was assured that if the 
United States. would assume to collect the 
revenues and manage the finances of Cuba 
the wealthy Spanish class would desert the 
home government at once and precipitate 
a crisis which Spain could not possibly meet. 
The President was informed in brief that 
the United States could float a Cuban loan, 
drive Spain out, and establish the republic 
of Cuba by acting simply as an assignee or 
trust company. Mr. Smith and General Mc- 
Cook declared that this plan was entircly 
feasible, and they produced evidence to 
show that the wealthy classes of Cuba op- 
posed independence only because they feared 
the new government would tax them to 
death. 

They were, therefore, ready to throw their 
infiuence toward independence on condition 
that the United States should without any 
guarantee on its part protect subscribers to 
the government funds and allow the Cubans 
either to purchase their independence o1 
raise enough money to achieve it. The con- 
ference today th the President is consid- 
ered of great importance, and it is said that 
out of it will grow the future policy of the 
administration.

If the Sultan 
thinks he is safe to insult the British Am- 
bassador it is certain that the gentleman 
does not exercise the slightest authority with 
him. Why, then, is he maintained there?

EASTERN AFFAIRS LESS PEACEFUL. 


Sultan Is Sending 7,000 More Troops 
into Thessaly and Promises Not 
to Leave the Province.

London, May 26.—The aspect of Eastern 
affairs is less peaceful. Turkey is sending 
7,000 more troops to Thessaly, and it is said 
that the Sultan has promised his Ministers 
not to relax his hold upon that province. 

The note of the powers certainly does not 
yield on a single point, and states even that 
the peace conference must be held at Con- 
Stantinople and: not at Pharsala, but the 
sincerity of both Germany and Russia is 
doubted, and any sign of dissension among 
the powers makes for obstinacy on the part 
of the Sultan. 

It is reported from Vienna that Emperor 
Nicholas has advised King George, for his 
own safety, to appoint a military governor 
with exceptional powers and to concentrate 
8,000 picked troops at Athens.

MASSACRE CUBANS IN HOSPITALS.

Spanish Soldiers Murder the Sick and 
Wounded, Some of Whom Are 
Women and Nurses. 

[SPHCIAL CABLE.] 

Havana, via Key West, May 25.—The 
Spanish forees of San Quintin attacked a 
C‘uban hospital at Lomo Calderon, near 
Managua, Province of Havana. Sick and 
wounded Cubans in the hospitals were slain 
by the Spaniards, and also two women who 
were acting as nurses. The official report 
published hére by the Diarid de la Marina 
and La Lucha says that an attack was made 
on the camp of the insurgent leader, Juan 
Delgado, but private advices from trust- 
worthy sources prove that the so-called 
camp was a hospital, crowded with un- 

armed and invalid Cuban soldiers. 

One of the nurses behaved very bravely 
and fought against the assailants in defense 
of her life. The o6ther begged for mercy 
from the Spaniards, crying and kneeling be- 
fore them. Roth were beheaded with 
machetes. _ 

In the Province of Havana the war is as- 
suming a most ferocious character. Never 
before ‘have assaults by Spanish columns 
upon Cuban hospitals and daéfenseless pa- 
cificos been so numerous as at present. The 
insurgent forces in this province number 
5,000 men, well armed. 

All these forces are constantly harassing 
the Spaniards, and the 20,000 regulars who 
are operating against them cannot make the 
insurgents abandon the smah territory of 
the province. 

The ‘* pacification” of the province by 
Wevyler has been ‘made most ludicrous by 
recent events. 

Famine is making ravages in the Prevince 
of Matanzas, both Spaniards and Cubans 
perishing. The City of Matanzas itself 
is in dire distress. 

At Cardenas, in the same province, the 
depreciation of paper, money has reached a 
ridiculous extreme. Ten dollars in paper is 
worth only 50 cents in silver.

‘ Madrid, May 25.—The President of the 
Chamber of Deputies, Sefior Pidal, in the 
name of the majority, has begged Sefior 
Sagasta, the Liberal leader, to persuade the 
Liberals to resume attendance upon the sit- 
tings of the Cortes. Sefior Sagasta replied 
that the question was between the govern- 
ment and the Liberals and not between the 
Liberals and the majority.

HUNGRY CUBANS ARE DISAPPOINTED,

Havana, May 25.—A rumor was circulated 
in Guanabacoa, near this city, yesterday 
that General Fitzhugh Lée, the United States 
Consul General, was going to distribute 
money to the poor. In consequence 600 per- 
sons gathered together in anticipation of 
receiving relief. They were advised by-the 
police that there was no truth in the rumor 
and were ordered to disperse, it being un- 
lawful for people to assemble in large num- 
bers in a public place during a state of war. 
The crowds, however, refused to obey and 
the police were compelled to disperse them 
by foree®, using the flats of their swords 
upon the most disorderly.

WOMEN ARE UP IN ARMS. 


WILL FIGHT NEW JERSEY’'S MAR- 
RIAGE LICENSE LAW. 


Convention Called to Convince the 
Governor That He Made an Awful, 
Awfal Mistake in Signing It—Claim 
That the Measure Stands in the Wuy 
of Matrimony—Some Salient Facts 
Submitted for Consideration—Other 


New York Nevws. 


New York, May 25.—[{Special.]—The mar- 
riageable young women of New Jersey, and 
there.are. lots of them-—they point them- 
sclves to the presence of 9,640 more women 
than men in the State—are fighting mad at 
the Governor, the Legislature, and anybody 
else connected with the Lloyd marriage 
license bill, signed. by Governor Griggs to- 
day, the confessed object of which is to 
make it harder to get married in New Jer- 
sey: The unmarried women object stren- 
uously, declaring there are none too many 
chances now to marry, and they don’t want 
to miss any of them. They will object offi- 
cially, too, for the amalgamated women's 
bachelors’ clubs of New Jersey have called 
for a convention of all marriageable young 
in New Jersey at ‘Trenton 
the day the law is to take effect. The call 
for a State convention is signed by Lavinia 
S. Morrills, Jersey City, President; Hannah 
J. Ackers, Paterson, Vice-President; Hdna 
H. Earnest, Trenton, Secretary; Meivina G. 
Yates, Elizabeth, Treasurer. 

The clubs. represented are: “the Lady 
Bachelors’ club of New Jersey: the Bach- 
elor Maids’ club, Trenton; the Female Bach- 
elrs’ branch, Newark; the Marriageable 
Ladies’ society, Paterson; the Would-Be's 
club, Elizabeth; the Home Maker's club, 
Camden. 

This formidable list will give some idea 
of what men are up against in New Jersey. 
Perhaps the Legislature thought they need- 
ed protection, and especially men from 
other States who meet Jersey women un- 
uW ATES. 

Five Days’ Notice Objected To, 

The call refers with deep grief to the 
statistical fact that 15 per cent more female 
children than male children are born every 
year in the State, and continues by specity- 
ing with legal exactness provisions of the 
bill requiring non-resident men proposing 
marriage in the State to give five days’ no- 
tice before a license shall be granted, re- 
quiring one of the parties to the match to 
be identified by the County Clerk, and reé- 
cuiring affidavits that no legal obstacle ex- 
ists to the marriage. That is what the girls 
jon’t like, and they explain why as follows: 

‘Therefore, we declare that the five-day 
clause of said law will prevent spontaneous 
proposal and marriage and will foster liti- 
gation in the form of. breach-of-promise 
suits in that it will give the prospective 
groom five days from the proposal in which 
to retract, thereby adding expense to the 
taxpayers and further overburdening the 
poor farmer to maintain the already ex- 
pensive judiciary; and we therefore 

‘Further declare that the said five days’ 
Clause will give opportunity for other girls 
who may have rejected the prospective 
groom on a mere summer seaside proposal 
to prevent such marriage by circulating 
how she had rejected him; and we declare 

‘Further, that such a thing as a proposal 
of m&rriage could not be kept confidential 
for five days; and we declare, 

‘Further, that the identification clause 
in line 7, Sec... 1. is awful, because many 
girls conduct their affairs by correspond- 
ence and could not identify him and swear 
that he was all right; and we declare, 

Say the Law Is Terrible. 

‘Further, that the judiciary power given 
in Sec. 5 of the Lloyd marriage law is ter- 
rible. To think that a mere clerk should be 
empowered to ask a prospective bride and 
a prospective groom a whole lot of questions 
and then decide whether they could be mar- 
ried or not: and we declare 

‘‘ Further, that as we are informed the 
County Clerk doesn’t Keep his office open at 
night, and as we Know that men usually 
rnake proposal of marriage at night, the 
Lloyd marriage liecnse law is detrimental to 
our future prospects, an abridgement of 
our rights as free women, and in violafion 
of. the United States Constitution, which 
guarantees ‘ life, liberty, and the pursuit of 
happiness’ to all.’’ 

This declaration of Independence undoubt- 
edly means business. The convention will 
make forma! demand on Governor Griggs to 
abrogate the obnoxious features of the law 
so Jersey girls can marry on a minuto’s 
notice. 

The call by feminine necessity of course 
concludes with a postseript, as follows: 

P. S.—This letter is in the strictest con- 
fidence. It must be carefully guarded so 
that it won't get into the newspapers.”’ 


RIGH MAN KILLS SELF AND SON 


Charles Kemble Hillyard, Relative of 
Charlies Kemble and Fannie KHem- 
ble, Commits Suicide, 


New York, May 25.—[Special.]—Charles 
Kemble Hillyard, \a lawyer and a man of 
wealth, good famil¥, and education, but a 
failure in Life, as he seemed to feel, killed 
his 13-year-old son, William, and then him- 
self some time last night in the fine brown- 
stone house in which they lived in Green ave- 
nue, Brooklyn. The death of his wife last 
October threw him into despondency and for 
weeks he had evidently brooded over the 
tragedy of last night. 

He left a long, carefully prepared, remark- 
able statement in which he reasoned oyt to 
his own satisfaction that it was best forhim 
to die and that it would be unkindness to 
leave his son on earth alone, friendtess and 
helpless, although as a matter of fact the 
boy would have been heir to an estate of 
about $75,000, with relatives in plenty. 

His father, who in a paroxysm of insane 
affection for his boy took his life, was 
grand nephew of Charles Kemble, illustrious 
on the English stage; second cousin of Fan- 
ny Kemble, and second cousin of Algernon 
Sartoris, the Englishman who married Nel- 
lie Grant. Born in New York fifty-four 
years ago, an actor by profession, playing 
eccentric parts at Wallack’s twenty-five 
years ago, and later supporting Charles 
Fechter in “ Ruy Blas,’ Hillyard left the 
stage, studied law, and was graduated from 
Having failed in

Refuse to Have the City’s Right to 
Street Car Franchises Tested in 
Supreme Court.

FIRMS AGREE TO STRIKERS’ TERMS. 


Some Tatlors Go Back to Work and 
Others Go Out—First Bloodshed 
of Strike Occurs.

BULLETS FLY IN A CROWDED STREET 


R. F. James Probably Fatally Shot by 
John C. Weeks and Down-Towana 
Pedestrians Put in Jeopardy. 


50,000 


A shooting that will probably prove to be 
& murder took place at 2 p. m. yesterday in 
Dearborn street, between Washington and 
Madison, when those thoroughfares were 
crowded with pedestrians. John C. Weeks, 
86 Fourth avenue, fired six snots at R. F. 
Jamez, 112 Third avenue. Four of them 
took effect. That none of the passers-by 
— injured was looked upon as miracu- 
ous. 

The sounds of pistol shots startled the 
crowds in the street, seeming to come from 
almost under their feet, the first shot being 
fired on the staps leading down to a base- 
ment barber shop at 120 Dearborn street. 

A moment after the first shot was fired 
Robert F.. Jamez, better known to the police 
as ‘‘ Jim Mace,” a Cuban negro, leaped to 
the top of the steps, closely followed by 
John C. Weeks, another negro, the latter 
holding in his hand a large revolver and 
firing at Jamez as the two ran a few steps 
north in Dearborn street and turned west 
into the alley leading to Clark street. 

The shooting, though done on the run, 
was effective. Four bullets hit Jamez and 


} a fifth passed through the rim of his hat 


from underneath as he fell, bleeding, in the 
alley a few steps from Clark street. 

Before the last puff of smoke curled away 
from the hot chambers of his pistol Weeks 
was looking down the barrel of Policeman 
Loettger’s revolver. The policeman had 
heard the shooting and came running in 
time to catch Weeks before he could tear 
himself away from the grasp of Jamez, who 
threw his arms around his assailant’s lets 
as the latter was passing him in the alley. 
Weeks, declaring he had shot in self-defense 
and because he was afraid Jamez would 
kill him, went with the policeman to the 
Central Station and was locked up.

Laborers in the ruins of the Armour pep- 
sin factory at the Stock-Yards worked all 
day yesterday, but failed to find the body of 
Watchman George Murra, who, the police 
think, was buried in the débris caused by 
the explosion.

SCHOOL FAUCETS MAY BE SHUT OFF. 


Dr. Reilly of the Health Department 
Orders Sanitary Inspectors to — 
Make Datly Reports. 


Though the Health Department on Mon- 
day reluctantly withdrew its prohibition 
from the use of city water in the public 
schools, and an order accordingly was sent 
out by Chief Engineer Waters of the Board 
of Education to have water turned on at 
the school drinking fountains, it is by no 
means certain the fluid will continue in-use 
in the schools, even during the remaining five 
weeks of the present term before the summer 
vacation begins. 

No sooner had the prohibition been with- 
drawn and the order sent out by the Board 
of Education than a parallel order was drawn 
up by Assistant Commissioner F’. W. Reilly 
of the Health Department instructing tho 
sanitary inspectors employed by that de- 
partment to include in their daily reports. 
from this time on @ census of all cases of 
‘‘ bad water diseases '’ found in the schools. 

Meanwhile engineers and janitors in the 
public school buildings all over the city, in 
obedience to the order sent out on Monday 
by Chief Engineer Waters, yesterday 
turned on the city water in all drinking 
fountains, and the 200,000 school children 
of the city were at liberty to imbibe freely 
of the water the City Chemist in his dally 
report described as “ bad.”’

We will call a halt this side of that 
point whenever it is plain that the use of 
water in the schools is doing harm. The

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COLUMBUS CLUB ENTERTAINS CONATY. 


President of the Catholic University 
Tells of Its Aim to Controvert 
Scientific Assertions.. 


The Very Reverend Thomas J. Conaty, D. 
D., President of the Catholic University, 
Washington, D. C., spoke eloquently of its 
accomplishments and lofty aims at a recep- 
tion given him by the members of the Colum- 
bus club last night. 

Previous to the speaking the members of 
the club were presented to him by President 
James J. Egan, and at the close of his ad- 
dress light refreshments were served. 

President Egan introduced him as having 
a message to deliver which the speaker later 
said was one of the accomplishments and 
hopes of higher education. He said the 
university was the outcome of a desire 
among thé people for the highest form of 
education. He said the impression prevailed 
that its work was restricted to the educa- 
tion of priests, whereas it provided for the 
education of laymen as well, and on such 
broad lines that it knows no religion or color. 
The teachers were Catholics, but the teach- 
ings were American. 

The speaker said the university’s estab- 
lishment was largely due to the belief of the 
Pope of the necessity of a school of sound 
philosophy which would controvert the idea 
that the relations of science are opposed to 
the teachings of religion. 


TEST OF A BULLET-PROOF CLOTH. 


Lieutenant Sarnecki of the Austrian 
Army Fails to Send a Ball Through 
the Textile Arm -r. 


Lieutenant Stanislau de Koven Sarnecki 
of the Austrian army stood only five paces 
from a piece of cloth last night and fired a 
bullet froma heavy revolver at it point blank- 
ski. The bullet bounced backski and Stan- 
islau de Koven Sarnecki said something in 
hig native tongue, which meant, “‘ Bureka! I 
have found. it.”’ 

What Lieutenant Sarnecki had found was 
a cloth which would turn a heavy bullet fired 
at close range. It was the second public 
trial at Foltz Hall, North avenue and Lar- 
rabee street, of the bullet-proof cloth invent- 
ed by Casimer Zegler of the Brotherhood of 
St. Andrews. 

Lieutenant Alvin Carmitz of the Second 
Uhlanders of Germany had been invited to 
the exhibition and appeared with a gun which 
he proposed to fire at the cloth. When 
Brother Zegler saw Lieutenant Carmitz and 
his artillery he grew pale. Lieutenant Car- 
mitz’s gun had three barrels and was a cross 
between a gatling and a rifled cannon. 
Brother Zegler hastened to explain that the 
piece of cloth on exhibition was only intend- 
ed as padding to be worn in uniforms and 
not as sheathing for a man of war. 

In all over fifty shots were fired at the 
new bullet-proof cloth last night and none 
of them went through.

. AImternal Revenue Receipts. 


The committee estimates the receipts from in- 


ternal revenue for the same period at $170, 700, 000.

In selecting the sources for additional revenue 
the committee decided to increase temporarily the 
tax on articles of voluntary use rather than to 
assess additional duties, which might prove inoper- 
ative, upon articles of necessity or upon those 
which enter into our manufa¢tured products. As- 
suming that the heoessity for additional revenue 
exists, and of this we believe there can be no ques- 
tion, there is nO economic reason, and certainly 
none that affects the public interests, why beer 
and tobacco should not bear their share of addi- 
tional taxation. The committee believes that the 
duty proposed on tea wil) not prove a serious bur- 
den upon the consumers of that article. 

Nothing in the theory of protection interferes 
with the imposition of further internal revenue 
taxes by protectionists whenever such a course is 
found desirable for revenue purposes. In the 
future it is almost certain that we shall be obliged 
to depend more and more upon taxes of this nature 
for necessary revenue. 

In the years to come we must expect a decrease 
rather than an increase in the customs revenue to 
be derived under the principal schedules of the 
tariff. 

With duties adequately protective upon mant- 
factures of cotton, woo), silk, and flax, we may 
expect a constantly diminishing revenue from the 
importations of these products. If the rates im- 
posed by this bill on sugar should be found to lead 
to the rapid development of the beet sugar indus- 
try in the United States we may expect large re- 
ductions year by year from the contemplated reve- 
nue from sugar. Some of the most sanguine ad- 
vocates of the policy of encouraging beet sugar 
production in this country believe that we shall 
within ten years produce all of our sugar. 

The legitimate result of a protective policy is to 
give the American market to American producers. 
When this becomes an accomplished fact the reve- 
nue growing out of protective duties disappears. 
It must be evident, therefore, that we must look 
for other sources of revenue. Whether it should 
be along the line of an increase of internal revenue 
taxes, such as we have suggested, or whether sonie 
other gources of revenue should be sought, it is not 
neces#ary now to determine. 

It is safe to assume that numerous objectors 
will always be found to any plan for incr«ased tax- 
ation. In this particular case the committee is 
only strenuous that a wise public policy requires 
that our revenues should at all times be equal to 
our expenditures, and that the people of the United 
States will not be satisfied with any revenue meas- 


ure that does not provide adeguate income for this 
purpose. 

in conclusion Mr. Aldrich said: 

The industrial system of the United States is 
growing more and more complex.every year. 
it is becoming more difficult every year to satisfy, 
in a tariff revision, conflicting claims of sections, 
or to so adjust rates as to do no injustice to any 
of the varied interests of this great country. 
The revision of paragraphs and rates recommend- 
ed by the committee are undoubtedly far from 
satisfactory in many cases to interested parties. 
The amendments recorded represent the consensus 
of opinion of a majority of the members of the 
committee. We have no pride of opinion or au- 
thorship in regard to any of the provisions re- 
ported. We have given careful consideration to 
the numerous important questions involved in the 
various schedules. We present to the Senate the 
resuit of our labors and shall cheerfully accept 
your judgment as.to the wisdom 6f our conclu- 
siona 

Before concluding his speech, Mr. Aldrich 
explained in detail the sugar schedule, the 
Hawaiian reciprocity clause, and the rea- 
sons for.their adoption. He closed at 3:10, 
having spoken a little over an hour. 

Pettigrew Offers an Amendment. 

Mr. Pettigrew presented the amendment 
of which he has heretofore given notice, that 
when articles are manufactured by a tiust 
articles of such character imported from 
Rbroad shall be free of duty. He said he 
would ask its consideration immediately 
after the committee amendments. 

Mr. Vest, Democratic member of the 
Finance committee, was then récognized. 
‘**We know," he said, ‘‘of the desperate 
condition of the country, the ruined homes, 
the blasted hearts. If prosperity can come 
from any source, even from our adversaries, 
we will bless the moment. I do not believe 
the imposition of. higher tariff duties will 
dispel the clouds hanging above us, bringing 
back the sunshine and illuminating the 
whole country.”’ 

It had been said, Mr. Vest proceeded, that 
adversity came with the advent of the Dem- 
ocratic party and prosperity with the Re- 
publican party. But that adversity did not 
come with the advent of the Democratic 
party. Mr. Vest said he would summon as 
a witness no less a person than Mr. William 
McKinley. The Senator read from a report 
made by Mr. McKinley on April 1, 1890, set- 
ting forth the distress which the farmers 
of-the country were suffering. How was it 
expected, the Senator asked, that by increas- 
ing the burden of tariff taxes the farmers 
would be helped to buy more goods? All 
agreed that there must be sufficient revenue 
to meet the requirements of the govern- 
ment, that the government credit shall be 
sustained and her flag honored. But every 
dollar collected by the government beyond 
its needs is a crime. ‘ 

Why was it, Mr. Vest asked, that the Re- 
publican party was about to abandon its 
record and urge a tariff not for protection, 
but for the amount of revenue it will 
produce? Why does it abandon its record 
and propose a tax on tea? The Senator said 
there was at this time an available balance 
in the Treasury of $229,350,650. Deducting 
the gold reserve of $100,000,000, the avalila- 
ble balance was $129,350,650. This vast 
amount of idle money was now accumulated 
in the Treasury. And yet the Senate was 
told that it must impose on our suffering 
people additional taxes. When President 
Harrison turned over the government to 
President Cleveland the Treasury balance 
stood at $24,128,087. Today there was $105,- 
000,000 more than when Mr. Harrison turned 
over government affairs to Mr. Cleveland. 
How could this obvious fact be avoided? 

Dingley Admits It, Says Vest. 

Governor Dingley admitted it, Mr. Vest 
said, and tried to explain it on the ground 
that subsidiary coin-and certificate deficits 
were included in this present Treasury bal- 
ance. But with these items (about $36,000,- 
000) out there ‘remained about 892,000,000 
available for the uses of the government. 
Te overcome this, Governor Dingley says, 
we ought to increase the gold reserve to 
$150,000,000. Even if there was a deficit of 
$65,000,000 this year—which Mr, Vest did 
not admit—yet there was ample in the 
Treasury to meet that deficit. Why, then, 
should we hurry to put more taxes on the 
people when every dollar unnecessarily 
hoarded by the government is a crime 
against the people? Mr. Vest said it was 
most unfortunate that the Republican side 
had offered no estimate of revenue until to- 
day. Inquiry had been made of Statistician 
Ford as to the promised comparative state- 
ment, and he had stated that it was turned 
over to the Senator from Rhode Island

‘ The Senator from Nevada (Stewart) 
usually makes that argument," int 
Mr. Gallinger of New Hampshire. ‘‘ He 
has based it usually on Japan’s use of silver, 
and now Japan has repudiated silver.” 

“You mean Japan was bought out,” Mr. 
Stewart put in, 

Mr. Vest then turned to several of the 
schedules and discussed them in detail. 
First he took up the sugar schedule. In- 
genious tables could be prepared as to 
Sugar differentials, and the tables of the 
Senator from Rhode Island (Aldrich) were 
of this ingenious kind. The whole thing 
turned on one point, said Mr. Vest, and no 
one but the expert inside the sugar refinery 
was able to tell this. It was as to how much 
raw sugar would make 100 pounds of re- 
fined sugar and what amount of waste will 
there be. 

One of the sugar trust officials had tes- 
tified before the Lexow investigation that 
profits of 21 per cent had, been realized. 
That amount could be made only on the 
waste, and the sugar expert was the only 
man who knew about this waste. Without 
discussing the Hawalian treaty, Mr. Vest 
said that it would have been at least more 
honorable had the committee proposed to 
abrogate the Hawalian treaty rather than 
kill it indirectly. 

‘* How is it possible to defend the increase 
of duty on lead,” asked Mr. Vest, “ when 
the lead trust is making enormous profits 
and is declaring 12 per cent dividends on 
its stock, common and preferred? Why 


‘double the rate on lead, a product going 


into every poor home, in order to feed the 
cormorant taste of these monopolists? 

On earthenware and crockery the Sen- 
ator said the increased duties were ap- 
palling. The framers of the bill had under- 
taken to make the duties absolutely pro- 
hibitory. And this on the goods which go 
into every home. It was outrageous Op- 
pression, the Senator declared. 

Referring to the wool schedule, Mr. Vest 
spoke of the conflicting claims of the wool 
manufaeturers and Mr. Lawrence, “ the 
shepherd king.”

Amendments te Be Made. 


Senator Aldrich, on behalf of the Repub- 
lican members of the Committee on Finance, 
gave notice of thirty-two additional amend- 
ments to the tariff bill, which will be offered 
as the bill progresses. The principal ones 
are as follows: 

Adding to paragraph 133, relating to round 
iron or steel wire, the following: Provided, 
that all the foregoing valued at more than 
five cents per pound shall pay 40 per cent 
ad valorem. 

Paragraph 183% is amended by striking 
out the following words: ‘* Wire cloth and 
wire netting, made im meshes of any form 
from iron, steel, brass, copper, or other 
metal, 45 per cent ad valorem,” and inserting 
in lieu the words “that articles manu- 
factured from iron, steel, brass, or copper 
shall pay the rate of duty which would be 
imposed upon the wire used in the manu- 
facture of such articles and in addition 
thereto one cent per pound.”’ 

Paragraph 149 is amended so as to make 
the rate on pocketknives valued at more 
than $1.50 per dozen and not more than &3 
per dozen $3 per dozen and 15 per 
cent ad valorem, while those val- 
ued at more than §3° per dozen are left 


at &38 per dozen and 20 per cent ad valorem. | 


The same paragraph is amended by insert- 
ing the following amendment: “ Provided, 
that blades, handles, or other parts of 
either or any of the foregoing articles, im- 
ported in any other manner than assembled 
in finished knives or erasers, shall be sub- 
ject to no less rate of duty than herein pro- 
vided for penknives) pocket-knives, clasp- 
knives, pruning-knives, manicure knives, 
and erasers valued at more than 50 cents 
and not more than $1.50 per dozen,”’ 

Paragraph 154 is amended so as to pro- 
vide a uniform rate of 75 cents each and 25 
per cent ad valorem on revolving pistols, 
removing the- House classification and 
changing the rate. 

A new paragraph is added to the metal 
schedule as follows: 

‘* Hooks and eyes, metallic, whether loose, 
carded, or otherwise, including weight of 
cards, cartons, and immediate wrappings 
and labels, five and one-half cents per pound 
and 15 per cent ad valorem.” 

The last part of paragraph 255, relating 
to fish packed in oil, is changed so as to 
read as follows: 

‘All other fish, except shell fish, in tin 
packages, 30 per cent ad valorem,” 

The committee amendment being a new 
paragraph for 258, it is to be stricken out 
and the following inserted: 

‘Bish fresh, Smoked, dried, salted, 
pickled, frozen, packed in ice, or otherwise 
prepared for preservation, not specially pro- 
vided for in this act, and fish skinned or 
boned, three-fourths of one cent per pound. 
Mackerel or salmon, pickled or salted, one 
cent per pound. ' 


Changes in Cotton Schedule. 


Paragraph 299, ginger ale, etc., is amended 
so as to read: ‘* Beverages containing no 
alcohol,” instead of ** water.’, 

Several verbal changes are proposed in 
the cotton schedule, and in paragraph 317 
the words “ braids "’ and ** gorings,’’ dutiable 
at 45 per cent, to be stricken out and they 
are to be inserted in paragraph 336, dutiable 
at 60 per cent. “ 

In the woolen schedule rugs in paragraph 
878 are changed to specify “ for floors.”’ 

In paragraph 380 the word “ manufact- 
ures’”’ is stricken out and the words “ en- 
umerated or provided for in schedules I, J, 
and L of this act,’’ were substituted. This 
will make articles of these schedules 
in which wool is a component part dutiable 
as woolen manufactures. 

In paragraph 388, silk schedule,’’ figured 
goods "’ changed to “ in the piece,”’ 

In paragraph 393 paper is increased froin 
4 to 5 cents per pound. 

A new paragraph is inserted in the paper 
schedule as follows: ‘ 306 F, photograph, 
autograph, and scrap albums, wholly or 
partly manufactured, 35 per cent ad val- 
orem.” 

Manufactures of cork are made duliable 
at 25 per cent. 

In the free list binding twine is changed 
so as to be free when measuring not exceed- 
inc 650 feet to the pound. 

The following paragraph is stricken from 
the free list *“* Books, engravings, photo- 
graphs, etchings, bound or unbound, maps 
and charts imported by authority or for the 
use of the United States or for the use of the 
Library of Congress.” 

In paragraph 486A, books, maps, etc., the 
words “or exchanges’ are added so that 
the articles may be sent to exchanres as 
well as subscribers. 

In paragraph 546 the words “ excepting 
fish olls’’ are inserted, making such oils 
dutiable. 

In paragraph 562, ivory, the words “ and 
vegetable ivory ”’ are added. 

Paragraph 578, “lime, chloride of, and 
bleaching powder,”’ is stricken from the 
free list.

Eagle Lake, Ind., May 25.—[Special.]—Yes- 
terday and Saturday and a a last 
week there was a large majority, judging 
from the addresses made and the conversa- 
tion heard in hotel eorridors, who were de- 
termined that the New York Board should 
not remain in the magnificent twelve-story 
building in Fifth avenue. Thomas Mc-

Today a vote was taken after a speech by 
Dr. Withrow and Mr. McDougall’s fifty-nine 
page pamphlet was laid on the table by a 
majority so overwhelming that the fate of 
the building was assured. Then came the 
final vote upon Dr. Withrow’s resolution 
leaying both the Fifth avenue properties in 
the hands of the board without condition or 
restriction. The report was adopted with- 
out a dissenting vote. 

One man rose, but afterwards got up a 
second time to say that he was not voting 
against Dr. Withrow’s report, but to ask 
the Assembly to sing the hymn: “ Blest Be 
the Tie That Binds.” Before he had had 
an opportunity, however, the Assembly had, 
with one accord, started “ Praise God from 
Whom All Blessings Flow,” and at the 
close Dr. Jackson led the Assembly in prayer. 


. For the Boards’ Guidance. 

Resolutions expressing the thanks of the 
assembly to John 8S. Kennedy, Miss Rachel 
L.. Kennedy, and others were adopted, and 
then the assembly passed the following rule 
for the guidance of the boards in the future: 

‘* When any board receives a legacy, the 
use Of which is not indicated in the will of 
the testator, the funds shall be used 
in accordance with the laws provided for 
the care of trust funds in the State where 
the board ig located.

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AMONG THE NEW BOOKS. 


HENRY I. SHELDON’S VOLUME ON THE 
NICARAGUA CANAL. 


Careful Study of the Project by a Chi- 
cago Business-Man Who Warmly 
Champions the Idea of Government 
Construction and Control for the 
Sake of Pacific States—Cogent Sum- 
mary of the Whole Question, Show- 
ing Ite Present Status. 


UBLIC interest in the 

Nicaragua Canal 

project has by no 

means lapsed since 

it was temporarily 

pigeon-holed by Con- 

gress upon receipt 

of the Rodriguez let- 

ter last January. If 

any one doubts that 

it is still as mucha 

living subject as ever 

he needs but to read 

the book that has 

just come from the 

pen of a Chicagoan, 

Henry 1.Sheldon, en- 

titled ‘‘ Notes on the Nicaragua Canal (Mc- 

Clurg). Mr. Sheldon restates the whole mat- 

ter as it stands at the present moment, and 

he makes a strong argument, for the comple- 

tion of the canal by the United States gOv- 
ernment. 

As for the technical feasibility of the enter- 
prise, Mr. Sheldon throws no new light on 
that phase of the subject. He visited ea. 
ragua two years ago and traveled across t e 
republic, but made no pretense of following 
the canal route throughout. He assumes, 
however, as he safely may, that there is _ 
longer any question about the practicabil - 
of the canal project. It is only a matter o 
money, and the fact that it is impossible to 
say in advance how much money it will take 
is regarded by Mr. Sheldon as one more rea- 
son why the United States government 
should make the work a national instead of a 


rivate enterprise. 
PT he avowed object of Mr. Sheldon’s in- 
vestigations was to search for some means 


stimulating the depressed interests of 
Pe ert Oregon, and Washington. After 
half a century California still has a popula- 
tion only as large as that of Philadelphia. 
Twenty-five years of dependency on rail- 
roads have demonstrated that these are not 
adequate. A shorter water route is the only 
thing that will give the Pacific States a 
healthy growth, and the Nicaragua Ship 
Canal, saving 10,000 miles of the distance 
around, the Horn, reducing the water dis- 
tance between New York and San Francisco 
to 4.760 miles, and enabling a steamer to 
make the trip. in fourteen: days, is the only 
omise of relief. 
oo Sheldon points out that the Pacific 
States are in favor of the national enterprise, 
the Rocky Mountain States are inclined to 
favor it, the Central States are “ in a de- 
liberative attitude,’ and the Eastern States, 
in which are found the chief holders of the 
transcontinental railway securities, are the 
main source of opposition. The value of Mr. 
Sheldon's contribution lies espec ially in his 
personal disinterestedness and in the exten- 
sive comparative study he has made on the 
subject.

The author has not only visited the Man- 
chester and Kiel Canals, as well as Nicara- 
gua and Panama, but he also brings to his 
task an intimate knowledge of the adv anced 
methods and improved machines in use on 
the Chicage Drainage Canal. He makes 
some interesting comparisons between the 
Chicago and the Nicaragua enterprises. The 
total rock cut in each is practically the same 
—5,500,000 cubic yards. He reminds us that 
the average cost of excavating the rock w ith 
channeling machines and cantilevers at Chi- 
cago is only 76 cents a cubic yard and that 
the latest contracts have been let as low as 
59 cents. He makes many useful sugges- 
tions about letting the Nicaragua contracts 
and about utilizing the water power of the 
Ochoa dam for electric power and for lights 
to enable the work to be pushed night and 
day 
Rut those who wish to see all these tech- 
nical questions fully discussed must read 
Mr. Sheldon’s book. As the title indicates, 
the contents of the volume are somewhat 
desultory and haphazard in arrangement, 
but the information imparted is compre- 
hensive and convincing. 
-?- 


Mr. Sheldon believes that the enterprise, 
from its very nature, can best be undertaken 
through government aid. In his summary 
of the present status of the project he makes 
it clear that the private company, though its 
Nicaragua plant is in good condition, has 
come to’the place where it must abandon its 
concession. The letter of Minister Rod- 
riguez sidetracked the bill in Congress by 
stating that the plan of a federal guarantee 
of the company’s bonds, with possible fore- 
closure, was contrary to the letter or the 
concession under which the work was being 
done. It suggested that the pesent conces- 
sion be allowed to lapse and that a new one 
be made directly to the United States, the 
canal to be under the joint control of the 
two governments. How much of this plan 
Mr. Sheldon would accept is apparent in the 
following: 

By far the best plan would be to surrender the 
present concessions altogether, qur government 
repaying the canal company its actual cash outlays 
to date. The United States should then purchase 
from Nicaragua and Costa Rica, paying a just 


and reasonable price, a narrow strip of territory’ 


from the Atlantic to the Pacific, which would in- 
clude the site of the canal, and a suitable tract on 
each side just large enough for the work of con- 
struction and operation. This would be following 
General Grant’s advice of an American cana! on 
American soil by American people. There would 
then be no questions of jurisdiction, and the terri- 
tory so acquired, including the canal, would be 
governed by the regulations established by Con- 
gress in the same manner as our possessions in 
Aiaska. 

As for the possible claims of England to 
joint control of the canal under the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty, Mr. Sheldon thinks these 
should simply be ignored. He thinks En- 
gland is now ruled by a different spirit from 
that of the ‘50s, and that little would prob- 
ably be heard of the claims that might once 
have been made under that now voided 
treaty. 

Numerous illustrations, chapters on other 
great canals of the world, and a cogent 
summing up of the Nicaraguan matter as it 
stands today—these are the good points of 
Mr. Sheldon’s interesting volume. So 
thoughtful and fair-minded a brief for the 
canal enterprise cannot fail to carry weight 
wherever it is read.

MAYOR PROMISES A VETO. 


MAKES I PLAIN HE WILL KILL ORDI- 
NANCES KNIFING MERIT LAW. 


Gives Out That if the Mandamus Suit 
Is Pressed He Will Resort to the 
Ceuncil to Render Nugatory the 
Court’s Decision—Attorney-General 
Willing to Withdraw—Commission- 
er Kraus Thiks of the Citizens’ As- 
sociation. 


Mayor Harrison made it plain yesterday 
he would veto all or any of the Powers, 
Rogers, and Coughlin ordinances attacking 
the civil service law which were introduced 
in the City Council on Monday evening. 
This effectually disposed of these measures, 
and, while they may be recommended by the 
Committee on Civil Service which meets this 
saorning, it is deemed doubtful if anything 
more will be heard of them. 

At the same time the Mayor also gave 
out that if the mandamus suit of the Citl- 
zens’ association is pressed to a finish and 
should it result in the court declaring posi- 
tions the Civil Service Commission bas ex- 
empted as within the classified service, then 
he will ask the Council to pass an ordinance 
specifically exempting these disputed posi- 
tions, and it is felt to be altogether likely, 
should such an ordinance bé proposed, that 
it would include the Captains of police, about 
whom there is a difference of opinion be- 
tween the Mayor and the Civil Service Com- 
missioners. 


Mayor Outlines His Position. 


The position of the Mayor as he outlined 
it yesterday is that he is willing to abide by 
the decision of the Civil Service Commis- 
sioners if that opinion is not interfered with, 
Should, however, it be overthrown by a de- 
cision of the Supreme Court, he will ask the 
Council to so amend the law as to practically 
render nugatory that decision, whatever it 
may be. In thewneanwhile, it is understood, 
until the decision of the commission is 
changed by a court Mr. Harrison promises 


to use all his power and influence to protect 


the law, thus construed, from any attack by 
the Council. 
To Get Akin to Withdraw. 


Commissioner Kraus, in the meanwhile, is 
taking steps to so present the matter to 
Attorney-General Akin that he will with- 
draw from the mandamus suit and thus 
leave the Citizens’ association without any 
standing in ¢ourt. Mr. Kraus’ argument is 
that the mandamus suit can do no possible 
good as, even if it is successful, the Council 
will at once undo all the court’s findings by 
passing an ordinance taking out of the juris- 
diction of the commission all officers the 
court may decide to be in the classified 
service. And, he says, there is danger, if 
the present Council is allowed to meddle 
with the law, that it will run riot.and so 
mutilate it that its best friends would not 
know it. 

At the same time the Civic Federation has 
‘taken the side of the commissioners as 
against the Citizens’ association, and John 
W. Ela, one of the leaders of civil service 
reform in the federation, yesterday offered 
his services as a lawyer, without fee, to 
the commission in case the mandamus suit 
is pressed and the commission is forced to 
defend it. 

Attorney-General’s Opinion. 


Attorney-General Akin was at the Palmer 
House last night. He said: 

“I have not seen any of the men who 
asked me to file the mandamus proceedings 
and, as far as I know, there is no change in 
the arrangements. I was asked to aid cer- 
tain prominent citizens in obtaining a Su- 
preme Court ruling on the interpretation of 
the law, and as the matter was the occasion 
for disputes which might develop serious 
complications I saw no objections to bring- 
ing the suit. If, however, the questions in- 
volved can be satisfactorily adjusted with- 
out legal proceedings and if all parties are 
satisfied I would have no objection to with- 
drawing the mandamus.”’ 


| for the Citizens’ association, yesterday said 


he believed the association would still prose- 
cute its mandamus’ suit, in spite of the 
danger threatened to the law by it, and 
also denied stoutly that suit was brought 
simply to avenge the d.smissal of ex-Com- 
missioner Hotz, who is the Vice-President 
of the association. 

Speaking of the ordinances introduced in 
the Council Monday night Mayor Harrison 
said yesterday: . 

‘‘There is plenty of time to take these 
matters up later on.
